Kenosha Yacht Capsized In Lake Off 
Kenosha Late Saturday Afternoon 

Kenoslia came near having a lake tragedy 
on Saturday afternoon when the yacht 
"Jingo." the etna I lest of the craft in tho 
Kenoslia Yacht Club fleet, capsized in the 
lake a mite off the Kenoriia harbor, and 
I for more than half an hour the three mem- 
1jers of tbe crew struggled to keep them- 
selves above the waves, while the life sav- 
ing crew in the big surf boat rushed to 
their assistance and reached tbem in time 
to save them from a watery grave. 

On boord the little yacht were William 
Voight, Otto Rossmao and Walter Welch, 
The three bora had gone out on tbe yacht 
just after 2 o'clock. Tbe lake was as calm 
as glass when they sailed out of the harbor 
and tbey had planned for a three hours 
cruise. When a mile out In the lake the 
vncht suddenly turned over and the lookout 
for the life saving crew noticed tbe three 
boys hanging on the overturned craft and 
signaling for aid. 

The three boys were a little uncommun- 
icative as to the cause of the capsizing of 
the yacht, and in fact tbey seemed to con- 
sider the whole of the adventure a great 
joke. It U said, however, that when the 
yacht was well out of tbe harbor one of tbe 
members of the crew bad started to crawl 
to the top of tbe mast and that his weight 
was sufficient to overturn the boat. All of 
the members of tbe crew were thrown into 
the water and when the life savers reached 
tbem tbey -were soaked to the skin. How- 
ever, they were decidedly cheerful and were 
clinging to the bottom of the boat. 

Tbe "Jingo" is said to be one of tbe 
stauncheit. iittte boats in the harbor nnd she 
is able to stand up against a good deal of 
stormy weather, but lack of ballast is al- 
leged to have been tbe the cause of her 
turning over on Saturday. The members 
of tbe crew were hack aboard the yacht un 
Sunday just as if nothing had happened. 

The accident happened in sight of the 
beach and it caused great excitement, 
Hundreds of people crowded along the 
beach and watched the rescue of tbe bovs 
by th* members of thn life saving crew.

fire King Reigns With Lightning Bolt 

Scepter and Many Barns are Burned 

and Much Property Destroyed 

A violent storm, a feature of which was 
the largest hail Waukegan and eastern, 
Luke county has experienced since the' 
sixties, damaging streets and bouses of 
the city to tbe eitent of 110,000 late Sun- 
day afternoon aud evening. 

Tbe extreme sultriness of the day, which 
mads thousands suffer, not, a few being 
overcome for short periods, wan followed 
by fifteen mtnutesof rattling thunder and 
long bolts of lightning, Then came several 
violent thowers, daring which the power 
on the electric road and the lighting cir- 
cuits was off, 

Then came the big storm of tbe day, ac- 
companied by floods that torp streets, bolts 
that ripped houses apart, and bail thut 
shattered windows, electric arc globes, in • 
candescent*, and greenhouse panes, and 
did other damage, 

The hail that fell old settlers pronounce 
tbe large* since the sixties. 

Daniel Pike of Oak street, an old settler 
and an old salt and fresh water sailorv 
stated that be had not seen hail as large an 
those, of Sunday since a storm on the lake 
in tbe sixties. This storm came when he 
was at the wheel and knocked the binnacle 
light out so tbat he steered in darkness, 
while the hail pelted him like- brick bats. 

Elmer Dietmeyer measured a hail stoue 
that was one and three-fourths inches. 
through tbe longest way and one and a 
half through another way, 

AK'in Wuit measured tbe circumference 
of one stone. "It was Ave mid u half inches 
around. 

The city of Waukegan was however the 
heaviest footer, due to damages of the flood 
to the streets. Every small cukery was 
ftwampad and washed out. Great holes 
ftere torn Into the streets leading, down 
under the lull. • Bridges were undermined 
and embankments torn away. 

The flood washed away the embankment 
of tbe Washington street culvert to such 
an extent that tbe wnlk-on the north side 
was made unsafe and hung over the ravine. 

Coming home trom the lakes with a 
party of four friends in his automobile, 
Aide rin nn B i rid i tiger was caught in the 
itortn and f^r shelter ran under the Gurnee ' 
viaduct of tbe Chicago and State Line 
railroad. 

Too late the party discovered tbat the 
road uuder the viaduct wns flooded. The 
much i its wadded in two and a half feet of 
-water until its engine was killed. Then 
tbe alderman nnd- party took off their gar- 
ments and wading Into tbe muddy water 
'ried to push* the machine out. 

When a bolt of lightning struct the C. 
DeMeyer barn on the Dugdule road, there 
were four men in the barn . . DeMeyer wan 
milking a cow. The four men, including 
DeMeyer, . were burled to the floor. The 
cow. next to the one DeMeyer wns milking i 
was struck dead, A. horse also perished. 
The barn had been set- afire by the bolt and 
the men, after they had recovered from the 
shock, discovered this. They rescued tbe 
stock and all the valuablues, but tbe barn 
was a' total loss.

BITTER ROT IN APPLES. 




Methods of Combating' This Trouble* 
tome Disease. 

The following conclusions aa to the 
best method of fighting this 'dlscaso 
aro given In n> recent bulletin of the 
United States department qf agricul- 
ture: 

1. Dltter-rot can bo. completely con- 
trolled by proper applications of Bor- 
deaux mixture, 03,3 to 08.0 per cent of 
sound fruit having been saved by such 
treotmeat In these experiments, while 
the checks rotted completely. 

2. Four applications, when made 
just at tho right time, aro sufficient to 
control tho disease satisfactorily, but 
in order to be' sure of covering tho In- 
fection periods one or two additional 
applications may bo necessary. 

3. The applications should be made 
at Intervals of two weeks, beginning 
about six weeks after the trees bloom. 

4. It Is necessary to spray the trees 
thoroughly, coating the fruit on all 
sides with fine mist-like applications. - 

i>. Other diseases, such -as scab, 
leaf-spots, and Booty-bjotch, may bo 
controlled In connection with tho treat- 
ment of bitter-rot 

' For the trentment of bitter-rot alone 
spray tho trees thoroughly with Bor- 
deaux mixture at Intervals of two 
weeks until five applications have been 
made, beginning not later. than 40 dayB 
after the petals havo. fallen. 

For the combined treatment of ap- 
ple-scab and bitter-rot, spray the trees 
with Bordeaux mixture CD Just before 
they bloom {but after the cluster buds 
have opened and exposed the flower 
buds); (2) as Boon as the petals fall;. 
(3) a week or ten -days later; (4) 
about 40 to 50 days after tho shedding 
of the petals, and at intervals of two, 
weeks thereafter until, In all, seven or 
eight applications have been made.

IT PAYS. 

The Valus to the Farmer of Keeping 
Field Accounts, 

Many pages of agricultural litera- 
ture have beon wlsoly devoted to urg- 
ing farmers to keep account of tho dif- 
ferent members of their dairies, to the 
end that tho cows that do not show 
a profit may bo disposed of and those 
that show a proper balance he used to 
advnntago In building up a more 
profl table herd. In nil probability, 
farmers who havo followed this ad- 
vice carefully and consistently for a 
few years have found tho pracllco 
much to tholr advantage, ln.no other 
way thnn by a careful account can a 
fnrrrior tell which of his cows Ib kept 
at a Iobb and which, by their superior 
productiveness, nro bearing tho bur- 
den of a lot of worthless anlmalB in 
order to Bhow a lltllo profit for the en- 
tire dairy. 

But there :* another way In which 
the practice of kceplrg such an ac- 
count may well result In gront" profit 
Our farms in New T* r-k state are di- 
vided Into fields of different sizes for 
tho convenience of diversified agricul- 
ture, Different portions of the farm 
may be thus pastured or devoted in 
grain or grass growing. It Is doubt- 
ful If many farmers know, except In 
a general way, which of their fields 
aro most productive, or tho extent to 
which they aro so, and which fields 
barely pay tho cost of taxeB and culti- 
vation. 

Not a great way from the barn the 
ordinary farmer may havo a Held 
which will, in ordinary seasons, give 
from two to three tone of cured hay 
to the aero, Half a mile from the barn 
may' be a considerable area that will 
not average over half a 1 ton. But every 
acre on the farm pays an equal 
amount of taxes and it takes just as 
much time and labor to plow an acre 
of poor land us It does of tho moro 
fertile, aad the reason for this condi- 
tion of fertility or lack of fertillty 
comes from the fact that the fields 
closer to the farm buildings have In 
time past received more than their 
fair share of fertilizers' and have been 
devoted to crops that would pay bet- 
ter than the moro remote fields. 

I -dare say that on many farms the 
farmer, ir he pursues this Idea care- 
fully and continuously, will find a 
large portion of his farm Is actually 
not. paying expenses of cultivating. 
Generally Bpeaklng, tho fact that one- 
choice acre of the form will produce 
two and a half or three tons of cured 
hay per acre and another aero more 
remote from the barn will' produce 
only half a ton, ought to convince a 
thoughtful farmer that ho himself Is 
responsible for tho deficiency. Other 
things being equal, the remote acre 
should produce ns much In the way 
of crops as any other acre. It Is cer- 
tainly a Bllpshod way of carrying on 
the farm, that tho barnyard manure 
should be dumped around In the fields 
near the farm buildings because too 
much labor is required to draw it to 
the more distant parts of the farm. 
These being, In all probability, actual- 
ly hungry for the manure, would re- 
spond to generous use of manure and 
more' thorough cultivation. 

The- farmer himself when this Is 
called to his attention, may have a 
general Idea of the different results 
from the different parts of the farm, 
but the systematic and careful method 
of keeping account with the different 
fields of the farm will be the best 
way to bring this directly home to 
the farmer himself and result more 
quickly In a change of treatment.

DRYING WEATHER. 

Corn Very Sensitive to the Condition 
of the Atmosphere. 

• ' t 

In tho drying of corn 'in tho cribs 
the condition of tho Weather counts 
for, far more than most' people sup- 
pose. The corn seems almost like a 
sponge, the way It pulls in moisture, 
from the atmosphere. In somo ex- 
periments carried on by tho Univer- 
sity of Illinois, the corn In. two cribs 
was weighed every week from Janu- 
ary 7, 1901, to November 10 of the 
same year. A record was kept of the 
condition of the weather and its effect 
was clearly noticed In tho shrinkage 
or gain In weight of the approximately 
20.000 pounds of corn. During the 
week from January 7 to January 14 
the weather was clear and mild and 
the corn - Increased in weight 100 
pounds. That is, it actually absorbed 
that weight of water from the "atmos- 
phere. Tho next week was cloudy and 
the corn absorbed 45 pounds, more of 
water. The next two weeks were dry, 
with snow, and the corn lpst 206 
pounds of water. From July 7 to July 
14 tho wind was mostly in. the' south 
and the weather was damp; . The corn 
added to Itself 175 pounds, of. water. 
.The week from September 22 to Sep- 
tember 29 was reported as dry and 
hot, but the corn added to Itself 185 : 
pounds of water. Tlio moisture must' 
have been excessive in tho. atinofl^ 
phere, A record^ of the molBture con-' 
d I Lions of the atmosphere would be 
a good thing to go with "the report of 
weather conditions, In-comparing rec- 
ords - of shrinkages and gains la 
weight of stored corn.

STRIKE OF WESTERN UNION AND 

P08TAL OPERATORS SPREAD- 

ING THROUGHOUT EN- 

TIRE COUNTRY AND 

TO CANADA. 

Chicago.— Walk-out of operators ot 
tlio WeBtorn Union company nnd Pos- 
tal company In Now York waa tho 
chief dovclopniout of Monday In the 
spread of tho telegraphers' strike. 
The men in tho eastern metropolis 
left their koyn without orders of the 
union officials, but the lattor will give 
support to tho notion. 

Later In tho duy tho Postal and 
Western Union operators In Philadel- 
phia, those of both companies In 
Cleveland, Dnltlmoro and Washington 
quit work. 

With Monday's strikes In different 
cities the strugglo extends from the 
Atlantic coast to the Pacific and from 
tho Gulf of Mexico as far north as 
Montreal, whore about 30 operators 
went out In sympathy with those of 
tho United States. 

Associated Press Men Quit. 
Many of tlio telegraph operators em- 
ployed throughout tho country by the 
Associated Press went out on Btrlko 
Monday- ovonlng. All of the night op- 
orators In tho Now York and Chicago 
offices quit. 

Several* of the largo brokerage 
houses yielded to tho demands of 
their operators and averted a strike, 
J n others the men loft their keys early 
In' the day. ' 

Backed by' Federation. 
President Samuel Qompors, of the 
American" Federation of Labor, arrived 
la Chicago Monday and held a long 
conference with other labor leaders.' 
Ho and all tho others declared that 
tho federation would support tho strik- 
ers. Mr. Gompers said: 

"Ab to the merits of the operators*, 
strlko I know nothing. But the action 
hns had the sanction of their execu- 
tive committee and national officers 
and that removes from the scope of 
tho Inquiry any Investigation into its 
merits. . 

"We assume that an affiliated or- 
ganization which has legalized a 
strike has a Just grievance, and, ad- 
hering to labor union principles, we 
are determined to . give . the operators 
our fullest support," 

Whole Country Involved. 
Chicago. — With Chicago as the cen- 
ter, the strike of the commercial teleg- 
raphers spread to nearly every section 
of the country Sunday. 

The strlko fever seemed to run ram- 
pant, city following city la Buffering 
Isolation, 

- Numerous meetings of the operators 
wero held Sunday, one of the most- 
Important being that of the men em- 
ployed by the Associated. Press., They 
notified Manager Thomas-.- Sunday 
evening that they would strike Mon- 
day at -7: 30 p. m. unless they -were 
granted more pay, an eight-hour day 
and ono day off a week. 
, Similar demands wore made on be- 
half , of the operators employed by 
brokers and a reply demanded by 10 
o'clock -Monday morning. 

General Strike Threat. 
San Francisco. — It was announced 
Sunday by S. J. Small, national presi- 
dent of the Commercial Telegraphers' 
union, that .if within a few days no 
wny Is found to bring about a concili- 
ation In the telegraphers' controversy, 
a general strike will be called by 
him. 

Mr. Smalt further said' that he had 
advised Charles P. Nelll, - United 
States commissioner of labor, that he 
could, agree to an Immediate resump- 
tion of work If tho government would 
Insist upon an Investigation or arbitra- 
tion of tho telegraphers' ' grievances. 
| Hundreds Indorse Strike. 
Several hundred operators held a 
special meeting la the quarters of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor In the 
Open Board of Trade building during 
the morning, and the. strike -was en- 
thusiastically Indorsed. The meeting 
primarily was for "tho purposo of 
checking: up on the addresses of mem- 
hers of Uio Commercial Telegraphers' 
union; .but.

Springfield.-- A boom Tor tlio dot.p 
water wny voturreBH to bo held in Mem- 
phis, Tenn.. October 4 and G, wan 
launched br Congressman William 
Lorimor. It 1b tho Intention of tho 
congressman and the lnkes-to-the-gu!f 
boomers to stJr the entire nation with 
the appeal th.it will be voiced at the 
Memphis conference. Tho main pur- 
pose of tho October gathering Is to 
make such a Bhowing nnd perfect Buch 
an organization, that - congress will 
quickly provide ;ho 1100,000,000 appro- 
priation needed -:o opon a deep 'water 
way from Chicago to tho gulf ot Mex- 
ico, Further details of tho convention 
and the plan of campaign to be car- 
ried oa In tho effort to remove the 
smoked glasses from the oyes of con- 
gress will be elucidated at a confer- 
ence to bo bold nt Chicago soon. At 
this conference there will be selected 
60 delegates to officially represent 
Chicago at the Memphis rally. Pro- 
moters of the water way project are 
hopeful of large results from the com- 
ing congress. At St. Louis lsst year, 
where the first general Mississippi 
valley congress was held, 1,600 dele- 
gates wero registered. This conven- 
tion was planned three years be tore 
when a delegation, headed "by Con- 
gressman Lorlmer, made a trip down 
the Illinois and Mississippi rivers, 
holding meetings In all tho Important 
towns In the valley, and organising 
deep wntor way associations. It was 
determined at that early date that 
congress would not provide adequate 
appropriations for the great inland 
water way . until tho country was 
aroused to tho Importance of the 
project. Ab a result of conferences 
hold at that time by western congress- 
men the, "campaign of education and 
organization" ' was launched. Much 
personal work was done by tho con- 
gressmen, and finally tho branch or- 
ganlzatlons were asked to send dele- 
gates to the SL Louis convention, 
which opened tho eyes ot several east- 
ern members of congress. It is now 
proposed to make this year's conven- 
tion a convincing demonstration of the 
widespread demand for the lakes-to- 
thc-gulf ship canal.

Decrease In Contagious Diseases, 

Reports submitted to tho Btate 
board of health by local health author- 
ities show a decrease in the numbor of 
cases of smallpox In tho month of 
June, as compared with tho preced- 
ing month of May. While the reports 
are not, yet complete It Ib apparent 
that a considerable reduction In the 
total number of cases In the state has 
occurred. Tho number of scarlet 
fever cases In the state also 1b re- 
duced. Typhoid, however, shows an 
Increase and a slight Increase Is reg- 
istered in tho total number of cases 
of diphtheria. Tho report from St 
Clair county shows that during the 
month of July there were 35 cases ot 
diphtheria in East St Louis, with a 
total of four deaths. The scarlet fever 
cases totaled 71 with four fatalities. 



Cavalry In Camp, 

Troop D, Illinois cavalry, of this 
city, under command or Capt. Charles 
Walz, Ib at Camp Lincoln with the 
First Illinois cavalry.

Dr. J. A. Egan, sec- 
retary of the state board of health, 
directed Dr. E, 8. Baker of Jackson- 
/ille to proceed to Danville at once 
sad make a thorough investigation of 
;ho existing conditions. Dr. Egan has 
ordered that all dogs In the city be 
boused for a period of two weeks, and 
that stray animals be destroyed. 
George Davis, ten years old, died at 
the home of his parents ten dayB ago. 
During the time ho waa suffering from 
hydrophobia, he scratched his brother, 
Oliver Davis, and serious results are 
anticipated. A woman who waa bit- 
ton by a dog died, The state will 
treat without cost persons suffering 
from rabies. 



Texas Wrests Honor from Illinois, 

Texas has wrested from Illinois the 
distinction of having the most main 
track mileage of any state In the 
union. .The report Issued by the rail- 
way commission of tho Lone Star 
state shows its total mileage of main 
track to bo 12,623 miles. On January 
1 last the main track mileage In Illi- 
nois was 11,950 miles, and in Texas 
was exactly .tea miles less. This 
year over 600 miles more of main 
trnck have been built In Texas, and 
less than 100 miles In this state. The 
extent of second track and side tracks 
la this state Is so great, however, that 
Illinois still leads all other states In 
the total amount of railway , track, 
and Is certain to hold this record for 
many years to come. It will also 
hold tho record for the greatest num- 
ber of miles of main track in propor- 
tion to lta area.

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MINNESOTA SHIPPERS WILL 
START A BIG CONFLICT. 



TO DARE FEDERAL JUDGE 



Prepare to Disregard Lochron'a In- 
junction and Strike High Offi- 
cial! Under the State 
Law. 

Minneapolis, Minn. — A conflict 
between tho state and federal courts, 
ilmilnr to that recently In Ala- 
bama, over tho question ot railway 
rate regulation in impending. State 
officials will not bo parties to the 
trouble, since they alroady uro en- 
joined. 

The movement cornea from the Min- 
nes^iii Snippers and Receivers' associ- 
ation. Members of that body havo all 
received letters from headquarters, 
asking if they will do .their part In 
the coming campaign. Severn I have 
already replied and declared them- 
selves willing to act. 

Plan of the Fight. 

The program Is to lay complaint be- 
fore the county attorneys all over the 
state Against the highest railway offi- 
cials for violation of the commodity 
rate law. Under that law each offlclnl 
found guilty of refusing to adopt the 
rates provided Is liable to Imprison- 
ment in the county jail for not more 
than HO days, without the option or a 
flae. Indictment 1b not necessnry. 

The railroads are bound by Judge 
Lochren's restraining order not to 
obey tho commodity rate law. They 
will bring this up as a defense,- and 
there the question of conflicting Juris- 
diction will arise. The program calls 
for bringing several suits, both in Hen- 
nepin and Ramsey counties, and nam- 
ing the president or the head traffic 
officials of each road as parties dc- 
feudnnt. 

May Be Jailed for Contempt. 

Complaints win be filed In several 
counties by members of the associa- 
tion, and some shippers not in the as- 
sociation aro expected to act. Coun- 
ties where the prosecuting officials aro 
known to bo In sympathy will he 
picked out. The association stands 
ready to give legal assistance In any 
locality were it Is waated. 

The shippers realize that they run 
danger of being haled before Judge 
Lochren Tor contempt, but some of 
them would court such action. Tboy 
know that sympathy will, not be lack- 
fag. and that habeas corpus proceed* 
tags would speedily be taken, getting 
the whole issue before a higher courL 

Coal men are much concerned in the 
situation. They say that local coal 
dealers over the state are not buying 
their winter supply, for fear the lower 
rate will be put In after they have 
shipped and will give their competi- 
tors an advantage. They are holding 
off as long as possible, and the situa- 
tion may become acute when cold 
weather begins.

DISASTERS IN JAPAN. 

Floods, Earthquake and Typhoon Des- 
troy Lives and Property. 

Victoria, B. C, Aug. 12.— Heavy loss 
of life Is reported from central Japan 
because of floods, according to advices 
received by the sttuimer Athenian, sev- 
eral hundred persons being killed and 
many Injured. The property loss was 
very great, 

, A score of lives were also lost at 
Knzashlma, an ' Island off Izu, In an 
earthquake which destroyed many 
houses and (tent the Islanders to the 
hills in a panic. At Taklgawa tho 
ground subsided 20 feet and a large 
number were killed and injured. The 
Japanese government Bent the steam- 
er Tenshln Mnru with relief supplies. 

Great damage was also caused by a 
typhoon which raged at Kobe and 
vicinity.

ParlB. — The ofQcIa] nows received 
from Tangier Sunday showed a sorl- 
ous condition of affairs there. The re- 
gion around Casablanca Is swarming 
with thousands of fanatical tribes- 
men who, mounted on superb horses, 
are swooping down Incessantly upon 
tho French forces, but nre nevor^ nble 
to drive home their attacks against 
the withering fire of rifles and guns 
of the troops, The reckless courage 
of the tribesmen is attested by the 
manner In which they return lo tho 
onslaught.

TORNADO AT LA CROSSE, WIS. 



Town Suffers Severely from Rain and 
Storm. 

La CroBse, Win.— Tho worst tornado 
over experienced in La Crosse, swept 
through the city at eight o'clock Sun- 
day morning, and in 15 minutes hnd 
done an enormous amount of damage, 
so greet, indeed, and widespread, that 
no accurate estimate of Its extent can 
bo made, but it will ran Into the tons 
of thousands of dollars In the city ot 
Ln Crosse alone. 

The storm* worked great havoc to 
factories, residences, churches and 
electric companies, and brought to 
earth thousands of the most beautiful 
shade trees, making the streets 'and 
walks In places Impassable.

New York. — United StatcH Dis- 
trict Attorney Stlmsen Monday filed 
In tho United Stnteu circuit court 
In this city a petition that E. H. Har- 
rlman mid Otto II. Kuhn, tho latter 
of tho firm of Kuhn, Loob & Co., be 
summoned into court to show cnuso 
why they should- not answer certain 
questions relating to tho control of 
tho Chicago & Alton railroad, 

Theso questloas wore asked during 
tho lutcrstato commerce cum miss Ion's 
investigation of the Chicago &. Alton 
several months. ngo, Mr. StiuiBon act- 
ed for Attorney General Bonaparte In 
tiling the petition. 

In 1 004 tho Union Pacific purchased 
103,431 shnros of Alton Block through 
Kuhn. Loob & Co, at 8fH4- Tho Block 
was deposited with the bankers with 
the understanding that It was to be 
sold to tha Union Pacific at a price 
to be made by a committee composed 
of Mr. Harrlman, John A. Stewart and 
John J, Mitchell. At the hearing Mr. 
Hnrrimnn was nsked what part of the 
stock so disposed of he owned. This 
question ho refused to answer. 

Mr. Harrlman also refused to an- 
swer questions as to the amount of 
his holding of Union Pacific preferred, 
nor would he state the holdings of H. 
H. Rogers, II. C. Frlck and himself In 
Atchison, Tupekn & Santa Fe. Other 
questions which Mr. Harrlman de- 
clined, to answer had to do with his 
Interest in the purchase of' 105,000 
shares ot Illinois Central, the famous 
ten per cent, dividend of tho Southern 
Pacific road and his own profits oc- 
casioned by the sudden rise In thin 
stock following the declaration of this 
dividend. 

The quosUons which Air. Knhn re- 
fused to answer had to do with the 
connection of Kuhn, Loob & Co. with 
the purchase of stock ln tho Chicago 
& Alton and the Illinois Central und 
what portion of tho stock bo purchased 
was for the directors of the Union 
Pacific. 

Neither Mr. Harrlman nor Mr. Kahn 
could be found by the deputy marshal 
who was given tho order to serve, but 
service waB acceptotd by their attor- 
neys. The order Issued on the peti- 
tion Is returnable .before Judge La- 
combo October 21. 



FATAL RIOTS IN BELFAST. 



One Kilted- and Many- Wounded by 
the Soldiers.

Tho avcrago doctor knows ilttlo or 
nothing of .pharmacy and is, there- 
fore, glad to depend on tho' very medi- 
cines, which lit public bo condemns, 
JnBt as he, Is obliged In many cases 
to depend on the dlngnoala of. tho pa- 
tient himself, oven wbllo. publicly de- 
crying what ho calls "flelf-dlasuoala." 
Mow rapid has been the growth of the 
professional uso of "patent" or "pro- 
prietary" medicines is shown Iri an 
article written Tor tho Journal of tho 
American Medical Association for 
September 29, 18GG, by AV Jacob!, M. 
D„ LL. D. Ho relates that CQ.OOO pro- 
scriptions, compounded in' soveml 
drug stores were carefully examined. 
From 1850 to 1ST0 no proscription was, 
found' for "patont" or "proprietary" 
motlictnos, In • 1874 but one prescript 
Uon In 1,600 called for -rcady-to-use; 
remedies. . Between 1875 and 1SS0 the 
number calling for "patent" or "pro- 
prietary" medicines equalled two por 
cent -of the total. This Incrensed to 
6 per cent In the period natweon 18S0 
and 1SW). In 1895 11 was 12 por coat, 
In 1808 It was 15 per cent, and in 1002- 
1903 was from 20 to 25 per cent.. 

Dr. Jacobl says that In a Marge 
store ho' was assured that 70, per cent 
of tho proscriptions woro for "patent" 
or "proprietary" medicines, and this 
probably Is approximately the correct 
proportion at tho present Ume. From 
this It would seem that if the "patent" 
and "proprietary" medlctaea aro good 
enough for physicians to proacrlboln
